Two rounds before the 
knockout I walked away from the ping 
with tears in my eyes. I oould not bear 
to bcu Sullivan slaughtered. No, there 
is no doubt of Corbott's superiority. 
He fought fairly and was very much 
tho better man." 


Steve Brodie lost $5,30(1 in this city 


and Now York. lie said last night: "I 
lost enough money to build a house, 
but I can't complain, for it was lost on 
the level. Corbottsimply made a sucker 
of Sullivan. Tho big fellow was never 
in it at any stage of the game. I be- 
lieve that Corbett could whip Sullivan 
of old, Sullivan of the present and the 
future—two Sullivan's in fact.

try, and in several important lines of 
manufacture we lead them all. The 
location of the city makes it an indus- 
trial center, and the conditions are all 
favorable to a successful prosecution of 
manufacturing 
enterprises of almost 


every character. It is the center of an 
immense consuming territory, a natural 
distributing point, There are over 3IK) 
different manufacturing enterprises here, 
giving employment to an army of me- 
chanics and workmen. With scarcely a 
single eioeption the season of 1893 bos 
been a big year with them all, and tbe 
records show that several important new 
enterprises have been established.

Several large 
contracts are now under way, the most 
important of which is the plastering of 
tho Illinois building at Jackson Fsrk, 
Chicago, the Bite ot the World's Colum- 
bian Exposition, We are also informed 
that the company is about to close sev- 
eral contracts of like character in Chi- 
cago.

ROPE OLIMBINO. 


A Frenchman's Practical Sugges- 


lor Aerial Workers. 


A French inventor has devised a novel 


and practical arrangement for nee of fire- 
men and painters to faoiliate rope climb- 
ing and at the same time to permit the 
climber to have tree use of his hands. 
The apparatas consists of two boards, 
joined by a hinge with a hole passing 
through both the hinge and the boards, 
and the extremities of the latter provided 
with straps, which can be fastened to the 
feet of the man using the apparatus. 
The method of climbing involved in this 
arrangement is simple. 
When the feet 


attached to the boards are lifted the 
rope is free, but tbe moment tbe feet are 
pressed down on the twn boards the rope 
is firmly gripped. 
It ifl only necessary, 


therefore to lift the body witnboth hands 
as far as possible, and it can then be held 
by the hinged clamps nrtil another lift 
is made. By the use ot a belt to hold 
the body close to the rope tbe hands may 
be left free.
